William C. Bullitt, Ambassador to France, 
Ambassador to London, have informed the Con-

It is reported that the ambassadors gave pictures of 
France unwilling to proceed any further with the 
appeasement policy. They predict that, despite the 
current British doctrine of “peace at any price,” it 
appeared probable that Britain would be drawn into war 
as a natural ally of France. 

Questioned at length, the ambassadors are reported 
to have answered frankly, but they refrained from 
mentioning American policy, except to express the belief 
that the United States would not 
conflict immediately. 


Nazis Strong Position 


It is reported that they stressed Germany's strong position 
in armaments, particularly aeroplanes, which they attributed to 
the ‘copying and perfecting of, American mass-production 
methods. 

Meanwhile, according to reports, they asserted that Britain 
and France. had lagged in re-armament, which was the chief 
factor of Britain’s conciliatory attitude. 

However, the ambassadors represented that France was no 
longer willing to back. down before Totulitarian demands, despite 
apparent inferiority in armaments.—United Press.

They 
were splendidly housed in the newly- 
erected Madrns Christhin College,

When Is a War? 


GREAT BRITAIN, thus far, has 
stecred clear of the ticklish 
international problem created 
by the hostilities between China 
and Japan.’ Neither China nor

THE most rapid change in the 
length of the day occurred 

between 1863 and 1876, and 

amounted to one three-hundredth ; 
part of a second a day, giving an 

accumulated error in the course

A 
new form of clock, however, in 
which the time is registered by 
the vibrations of a crystal of 
quartz, is being made for the 
Greenwich Observatory, and this 
should be relinble to the one- 
thousandth part of-a second per 
day.

| TRIP FROM 
CANTON 


Journalist's Journey 
Of Adventures 


An adventurous trip from Canton 
made immediately after the fall of 
that city, wos described to the Hong- 
kong Rotary Club yesterday by Mr. 
K. Joelshan, 

The Hon, Dr. Li Shu-fan presided, 
and welcomed the following guests: 
Rotarians J. C. Hutchison, Peiping; 
T. C. Yu, Tlentsin; J. M.° Hansen, 
Nanking; G. King, Tslnan; Messrs.

New Year e@reetings were acknow- 
Iedged from Rotary Clubs at Horn- 
ney, Oldham and Norwich, England, 
and Omuha, Nebraska. . 

Mr. Joclshon said that after a 
number of ‘newspapermen had been 
muchine-sunned by both Japanese 
planes and Chinese guerillas in try- 
ing to get from Canton to Hongkong, 
he was fortunate in obtaining the 
services of on cx-officer of the 
Chinese Army to gulde him over the 
route. To Icave Canton, they used 
a junk service inaugurated by the 
Japanese between Canton and Fat- 
shan, and were fortunate to avold 
searchers, who usually went through 
these junks, and the -numerous 
Japanese motor-boats which kept 
watch on the river. From the junk, 
said Mr. Joelshon, he could sea the 
Japanese soldiers taking flour from 
the Government godowns to sell in 
the city at two yen per bay—though 
not for Japanese Army account. 

Chinese auxiliary police could bo 
seen along the waterways, but they 
wore badges and carried no arms. 
In tho afternoon the junk arrived at 
Tutshan, and he waa given o hearty 
welcome at the British Mcthodist 
Mission, where there were two for- 
eigmers and a foreign lady who were 
giving first ald and other help with- 
out question to the Chinese who came 
in from all over the countryside. 

The city was garrisoned by some 
ten thousand Japanese, and the only 
business done was at a branch mare 
ket where the loot from Canton was 
cold. 

Robbers En Route 


Leaving Fatshnn carly the next 
morning, they went only a little way 
up the river before the sampan man 
advised them to Walk across the 
country to avoid robbers. During 
this walk, many groups of peaceful 
Chineso were encountered, and it 
appeared that the Invaders had made 
only one raid there when the natives 
Put on some opposition. Policemen 
eppointed by the civilian population 
were on duty, but further on, armed 
men in plain elothes who called 
themselves tax-collectors, demanded 
a toll of ten cents per head (Canton 
money) before the travellers could 
pass, They proved amenable to 
photography, however, and in’ con- 
versation, said that they were soldiers 
deserted by thelr offlcers, but were 
determined to “see the thing 
through.” These guerillas had no 
reyular contact with the Army. 

That night was spent in another 
city half-way to Shekki, where free 
board and lodging was offered by a 
few elderly Chinese to the travellers, 
apparently.to deter them from in- 
vestigations in. the city. | However, 
said) Mr. Joclshon, he did walk 
through the streets, and found the 
town practically in the hands of a 
Hang of criminals who had opened 
tambling schools In every street, and 
who controlled’. everything from 
Police to taxation. Boys of ten. to 
lwelve years of age were playing 
stud poker {n the middle of the night 
with a business-like air that would 
haye done eredit to Chicago gangsters. 


Customs Functioning 


The next morning, a member of 
the “gang” collected the fare .from 
the travellers, but ,soon after he 
started, the junk skippcy had to. pay 
“wharf tax" to ant the rmed gang, 
and he was glad to-es¢ alive, and 
with hls vessel intact, ffor that elty. 
Eefore reaching Shekkl, tHe travellers 
mict the genuine Chinese Customs 
men who were still functloning, and 
they landed here for the last trip 
everland to Macao, 

Mr. Joclshon deseribed a hair~ 
raising experience he had that night 
when ao local chief had him arrested, 
and accused him of being a spy on 
the basis of a statement made by his 
companion. It later transpired that 
thls statement hnd been extracted 
from the ex-oflcer under threat, but, 
said the speaker, it was-touch and 
#0, at onc time, whether he would 
be shot or let free. 

Eventually they were freed, and 
decided to waste no time in getting 
fo Macao, Though the vessels were 
full, and motor enr hire prices were 
up to $60 National currency, they 
succeeded In hiring bicycles and 
netting to Macao four hours later 
without further incident. v 

Rotarian H. Ching thanked the 
apeaker, who had, he said, Uved up 
to the tradition of correspondents 
carrying on thelr work despite danger.

They 
then jolned hands with General Mos- 
cardo's forces, which were coming 
from the west, so that Tarrega was 
compctely enclreled. 

Despite the embittered resistanee 
by the garrison, the town was con- 
sidered In the carly hours of this 
afternoon .as being in the possession

IMPORTANT JUNCTION 

Tarrega is particularly {important 
owing to Its situntion which is ot the 
junction of the roads from Lerida to 
Barcelona and from Mont Blanche to 
Artesa de Segre. 

On the southern wing of the 
Catalan front, the troops of the 
Navarre army are ,now directly 
before Mont Blanche. They have 
occupied the heights of San Jose to 
the south and west of the town and

On the other hand, Mr. Bullitt is 
reported to have repre ted France 
as being absolutely opposed to meet- 
ine any territorial and colonial de- 
mands possibly advanced by Germany 
and Italy. It was explained that the 
adamant attitude of the French was 
largely due to the Inowledge that in 
the event of war, Britain had no 
alernative to the military alliance 
with France, and that Russia would 
also join the democracies against the 
totulltarians, 

Thus France is not expected to mect 
Italy's demand for French possessions, 
which would possibly precipitate a 
crisis, unless Mussolini “about faces,” 
or accepts French terms for participa~- 
tron in the Sucz Canal operations.

At the 
present time it is farther 
from its position, according 
to the theory of gravitation, 
than it has been at any time 
since 1680. 

The blame for this apperently 
erratic behaviour is to be put on 
our own Earth. 

The Barth provides us with 
our standard of time: the day. 
If the length of the day changes 
because the Earth does not turn 
round on its axis at a constant 
rate, the. Moon.will be in a 
slightly different place-in the 
heavens from that in which we 
expect to find it. 

Other bodies, such as the 
Sun, Mercury or Venus are also 
found to be in positions that are 
slightly different from their cal- 
culated ones, but as the motions 
of these bodics in the sky are 
slower than that of, the Moon 
their errors are not, so great. 


Friction of Tides 


THE astronomer can use cither 
thé Earth, the Moon, the 
Sun, Mercury or Venus, a8 4 
clock; and the last four of these 
agree in showing that the Earth 
is a bad timekeeper. 

It is ensy to see why the day 
should) gradually get longer. 
The friction of tidal waters on 
the beds of the oceans acts as a 
brake on the rotation of the 
Earth and gradually slows it 
down, : . 

This process will go on for 
millions of years, until at length 
the Earth will always turn the 
game face to the Moon, just as 
the Moon already always turns 
the same face to the Earth. 
The day will then be equal to - 
47 of our present days. 

But this gradual lengthening 
of the day is not uniform: some- 
times it is accelerated, some- 
times retarded. The cause of

Gandhi Submits Draft 
O£ Constitution

Eleventh Round Punch 


Swings 


The Balance

London, Dec. 16. 


Hundreds of people rushed the ring at Harringay last 
night, and at least 50 succeeded in fighting their way over 
Press tables and through the ropes when Eric Boon, 18- 


year-old blacksmith of Chatteris, 


Cambridgeshire, won the 


British lightweight chompionship by knocking out Dave 
Crowley, of. Clerkenwell, in the 13th round. 


Supporters of Boon had come from 
ail parts of the Fen country, and the 
thrilling climax caused one of the 
most fervid scenes of excitement and 
delirious joy scen at a fight for 
yenrs, 

Boon'’s triumph was both brilliant 
and, untit late in the Hth round, 
entirely unexpected, He was being 
stendily and confidently outpointed 
by his experienced and crafty op- 
ponent until a single punch on the 
11th round caused a violent swing in 
the fight. 

That punch was a tremendously 
powerful right hovul: to the stomach, 
planted as Boon slipped a left load 
and came buck with the full force 
of the shoulder turned Inte the blow. 
Crowley, who had been boxing with 
na speed and mastery which sugested 
that he could have gone on for 
twenty-flve rounds if need be, col- 
lapsed to the floor. ‘The pain ex- 
pressed in his face showed clearly 
thal be was: badly hurt. Crowley 
rose after seven neconds, and Boon 
had the good sense and coulness to 
fight retentlessly to repent = that 
punch, He succeeded in landing 
several more heavy body punches 
‘before the round was over. 

CROWLEY DEFENDS COOLLY 

Crowley, however, — defended 
coolly. Hs weak spot had been ex 
posed—the only time he had cver 
been knocked out in nine years of 
boxing was in exactly the same way 
=-but he masked his trouble, ond in 
the twelfth round, when Boon’s 
Incxperience led him into some wild 
swinging for the head, Crowlcy 
. gradunlly settled down and started 

_ to steal punches again. 

For Boon, with only three rounds 
to go, this was a moment for des- 
perate ‘action. In ‘the 13th round he 
again whipped In some heavy body 
punches, ond then, with rowley 
keeping —— his guard down, Boon 
siunshed him) with right and Ielt to 
the jaw. 

It took Crowlcy eight seconds to 
get up, and then, after a few more 
punches, 03. Crowley was falling into 
the ropes, Boon turned awittly and 
chopped him to the jaw with a8 
clean and crisp a right-hand punch 
gs one would ever wish to sce. 

That punch finished the fight, It 
was delivered at great specd on a 
difficult target—the sort of punch 
which  Corpentier made famous 
when he knocked out George Cook. 


LIMBS PARALYSED : 


Crowley recovered consciousness 
well within the 10 seconds. But his 
limbs were paralysed.’ He was un- 
able to move and had to be carried 
to bis corner, 

Then the pandemonium started. 
Apparently Boon had several thou- 
gand friends In the hall, and they 
all wanted badly to shake him by the 
hand. 

One must give Boon every credit 

for this victory, belated though the 
real turning pé.t was, Within a 
minute of the start of the fight, as 
‘the two men rushed at each other, 
Crowley's head camo into collision 
with Boon’s face, and n swelling ap- 
peared nt once, high up on the 
check-bone, below the Ieft cye.- 

It was a pure accident, of course, 
but a most unlucky one for Boon. 
It meant that ho had to defend that 
swelling, have it pinched and mas- 
saged during the Intervals, and that |

CROWLEY FORGES AHEAD 


Sull, 1 thought Boon won the first 
two rounds, just lost the third, 
shared the next two, After that 
Crowley began to forge ahead. 

Crowley, having: started by boxing 
in the most compact — style, with 
puard held very close, ducking, 
weavings and forcing, a battle at close 
quarters, gradually opened out. He 
took no risk whatever, but evidently 
planned to win by steadily out-, 
pointing his opponent. 

There was ttle power “in his 
blows, but he kept darting in with 
n left to the face, sometimes landingt 
this blow four or five times in suc- 
: without reply. 
shonally Boon was able to land 
a sold punch, He was also made 
to miss badly, ne his rather frantic 
aWwings passed over the head of 
Crowley by six or nine inches. 

In the fifth, Boon cnught Crowley 
with a heavy punch, a fraction too 
high on the jaw. People cheered: 
Crowley grinned) perkily. It was 
perilously close to a {enockout punch. 


KNOCK-OUT ONLY HOPE 


But that incessant peppering from 
Crowley's left inereased in the same 
proportion as did Boon's badly timed 
swings, and it became obvious that 
nothing short of a knock-out would 
be of any use to Boon, 

Something happened jn the ninth 
round which should have warned 
Crowley. Boon was learning during 
the fight, tryiny: every sort of punch 
he knew to penetrate the close guard 
af the champion. 

In this round, \ picking the right 
moment os Crowley dashed in, Boon 
tried a counter to the body. He 
achieved this most diMcult but da- 
maging punch admirably, and one 
could see that he thereupon began 
to concentrate upon It, 

In the ‘ttth™: round, as Crowley 
pounded upon him = again, he put 
everything he had‘ {nto the counter, 
tt won him the fight. 


BOON’S PUNCH POWER 


Boon will be 19 on Dec. 30, 
!s very young to achleve such 
eminence In boxing, but for six 
months he hns been an outstanding 
Nightweight. Strongly built, — he 
boxes well, 13 very fast and hits 
with as much forcenas most men a 
stone heavier. , 

It has been a short championship 
reign for Crowley, and: this little 
sportsman deserves some sympathy 
amid the admiration for his con- 
queror, Crowley took nine years 
to achieve his ambition, held the 
title for Iess than six months, ac- 
cepted ‘the first challenger and lost 
the title to him. A very clever little 
boxer, Crowley has never had ao 
damaging punch, 


Mr. C. B, Thomns, of Wales, was 
the referee, and the welghts were:

Johnny McGrory, the former. 
feather-welght champion, avas beaten 
on points over olght rounds in a re- 
turn fight with Jack Carrick of Hull.

LTHOUGH there Is already so 

much unpreventable unhappiness 
in thls world of ours, how many 
women there are who deliberately 
add to it by harbouring prudges 
ugatnst friends or relations long after 
the events which caused the estrange- 
ments have receded so fir Into the 
distant past that they ought to have 
been forgotten, 


Indeed, in some cases, so old Is the 
quarrel that the nggrieved person 
would now find {t difficult to explain 
what it was all about. 


In one such case a sister tools 
offence nt something her brother did, 
and not only did she’ visit her dis- 
pleasure on him and his, wife, but. 
she: carried her grievance on into the 
next generation, so that their son 
has not only missed the friendship 
of-his uncle. and. aunt, but that of 
thelr daughter, his cousin, 


Mrs. A. continually bemoans her 
estrangement from her sister, whom 
she loves In spite of her neglect, and 
her daughter longs to make her 
mother happy by effecting a recon- 
cillatlon. As her aunt has included 
the daughter in her grudge against 
the mother, the girl is afrald to ap- 
pronch her aunt lest she receive o 
rebuff, 


Many more Jnstances of the same 
vindictive feeling could be given, but 
without doubt cases of n similar type 
will be within the knowledge of most: 
readers of this article, and further 
examples are Unnecessary. 


The point I wish to emphasise is 
that life ig too short to warrant the 
nursing, of grievances, 

How much more sensible it would 
be if in atl such cases the aggrieved 
person - would Immediately seek out 
the one’ who hos done the injury and 
Repeatedly have the brother and have the matter out with him or her, 
his wife made overtures towards re~ 
conciliation, explaining the ‘conduct 
which was misunderstood originally, 
nnd asking if that Js the only cause 
of the estrangement, -but as they now 
live in different towns, everything 
has to be done tn writing, and so far 
their efforts have been in vain, ale 
though fifteen years have elapsed 
since the offence was committed.

How often would it be found that

Sentences In 
Nazi Trials 


BERLIN, Jan, 10. 

. SENTENCE ON THE Radical 
writer, Ernst Nickisch, and hia 
agsocintes, charged with high 
teason, was pronounced by the 
People’s Court to-day, after a 
trial lasting eight days. 


Nickisch was sentenced to penal 
rervitude for life and the permunent 
loss of civil rights for the “prepara~ 
tion of high treason and the iMegal 
organisation of a political party.” 


The second accused, Herr Drexel 
wos sentenced to three and a half 
years penal servitude and loss of 
elvil rights for three years on similar 
charges, while the’ third accused, 
Herr Trocger was sentenced to 21 
months Imprisonment. 


In the latter casc, accused Js con- 
sidered to have purged his sentence 
while under remand, 


It was established during the trial 
that Nickisch attempted to “continue 
his. Natlonal-Bolshevist Widerstand- 
vewegung (Movement of Resistance)” 
which dates back nos fur ns 1926, des- 
pite prohibition of politleak partics 
after 1933, “By his. speeches and 
writings, he had attemnted to pro- 
popate a Bolshevist Utopla.” 


The trial revenied that “sporadle 
intellectual efforts were, from the 
beginning, bound to fail in view of 
-the political. attitude of the :entire 
German people, so that the court 
therefore abstained from inflicting the 
death sentence,”_Trans-Occan.

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When Is a War? 


GREAT BRITAIN, thus far, has 
steered clear of the ticklish 
international problem . created 
by the hostilities between China 
and Japan., Neither China nor 
Japan will admit that o war is 
in progress and there has been 
no normal declaration. Diplom- 
tically, this pretence has not 
only suited Japan and China but 
also, apparently, the Western 
Powers. 

In the detention in Hongkong 
of a number of Chinese soldiers, 
interned in Kowloon City until, 
presumably, the termination of 
hostilities, the Hongkong Gov- 
ernment «appears to have set a 
precedent which can quite con- 
ecivably have unforeseen re- 
sults. :

The Earth provides us with 
ovr standard of time: the day.

because the Earth does not turn. 


round on its axis at o constant 
rate, the Moon will . be in -a 
slightly different place in the 
heavens from that in which we 
expect to find it. 

Other bodies, such 4s the 
Sun, Mercury or Venus are also 
found to be in positions that are 
slightly different from their cal- 
culnted ones, but as the motions 
of these bodies in the sky are 
slower than that of the, Moon 
their errors are not so great. 
Friction of Tides 
HE astronomer can use either 

the Earth, the Moon, the 
Sun, Mercury or Venus, as a 
clock; and the last four of these 
agree in showing that the Earth 
is a bad timekeeper. 

It is easy to sce why the day 
should gradually get longer. 
The friction of tidal waters on 
the beds of the occans acts as a 
brake on the rotation of the 
Earth and gradually slows “it 
down. , j 

This process will go on for 
millions of years, until at length 
the Farth will always turn the 
game face to the Moon, just as 
the Moon already always turns 
the sume face to the Earth. 
The day will then be equal to 
47 of our present days. 

But this gradual lengthening 
of the day is not uniform: some- 
times it is accelerated, some- 
times retarded. The cause of 
these variations is perhaps duc 
ton slight expansion or contrac- 
tion of the Earth as a whole.

One Second 2 Year 


HIE most rapid change in the 
length of the day occurred 
between 1863 and. 1876, and

The best astronomical clocks 
yet made are almost good 
enough to, check this error. A 
new form of clock, however, in 
which the time is registered by 
the vibrations of a crystal of 


‘|quartz, is being made for the 


Greenwich Observatory, and this 
should be reliable to the -one- 
thousandth part of a second per 
day. It may.prove to be a 
better time-keeper than the 
Earth, ts 

The length of the day- can 
change with considerable _sud- 
denness. The quickest changes 


the past 18 
months may be 
a result of this. 
Last yenr was 
the driest year 
in Hongkong 
for 40 years. 
Though it 
seems that sun- 
spots do have 
some effects on 
the . weather— 
as indicated, for 
instance, by the 
variations © in 
the widths of 
the annual rings 
of trees [shown 
in cross sections 


of the trunks] appearing, to 
coincide with the number of sun- 
spots—those effects are largely 
concealed by the many other 
complicated factors that continue 
to make the weather. 

it is not fair to blame = sun- 
spots for our dry weather. But 
those organisations concerned 
with wireless communication 
can justly: blame the sun for 
some of the troubles that they 
are experiencing. 

They may be receiving short 
wave wireless messages quite 
normally when, within a few 
seconds, the messases will fade 
away entirely. . 

It has been established  re- 
cently that these fadings syn- 
chronise exactly with intensely 
hot eruptions on the sun. Such 
eruptions usually occur in the 
neighbourhood of sun-spots and 
are frequent when the spots are 
numerous and. rare when they 
are few. 


More Sun-Spots 


S sun-spots will. become still 

more numerous ‘for the next 
two years, it looks as though 
there is going to be considerable 
interruption in the reception of 
beam wireless messages. 

Can we also blame sun-spots 
tor the changes in the course of 
the Gulf Stream and other ocean 
currents? 

These changes are of great 
importance to the fishing in- 
dustry. .

Hundreds of people rushed the ring at Harringay Inst 
night, and at least 50 succeeded iin fighting their way over 
Press tables and through the ropes when Eric Boon, 18- 
year-old blacksmith of Chatteris, Cambridgeshire, won the 
British lightweight championship by knocking out Dave 
Crowley, of Clerkenwell, in the 13th round. 


Supporters of Boon had come from 
all parts of the Pen country, and the 
thrilling climax caused one of the 
mont fervid scencs of exeitement and 
detirlous joy acen ata fight for 
years, ; 

Boon's triumph was both Hrilliant 
and, until late in the Dith round, 
entirely unexpected, He was belnst 
steadily and. confidently outpuinted 
by his experienecd and cratly ops 
ponent uni a single punch oh the 
11th round caused a violent swing in 
the Aght. 

That punch wits a tremendot 
powerful right hook to the ston 
planted as Boon nlipped a lett $ 
and came back with the full force 
of the shoulder turned into the blow. 
Crowley, who hiul been boxing, with 
a speed and mastery which suppested 
that fhe could) have yone on for 
twenty-five rounds If need be, cole 
lapsed to the — floor. The pain ex- 
pressed ino his face showed clearly 
that he owas badly hurt Crowley 
rose after seven seconds, and Boon 
Hind the ood sense and cooln to 
fiyht retentlessly to repeat that 
punch. He succeeded = in landings 
neveral mare heavy, body punches 
before the round wis over, 


CROWLEY DEFENDS COOLLY 


Crowley, however, defended 
coolly, Ilis wenk spot had been ex- 
posed—the only time .he bad ever 
been knocked out In nine years of 
boxing was in exactly the same way 
—but he masked his trouble, and in 
the twelfth round, when Boon's 
inexperience led him into some wild 
swinging for the head, Crowley 
mradually settled down and started 
to steal punches again. 

For Boon, with only three rounds 
to go, ths was a moment for des- 
perate nection, In the 13th round he 
again whipped jn some heavy body 

unches, and then, with Crowley 
seeping his guard down. Boon 
slashed him with right and ieft to 
the jaw. - 

It tools Crowley cinht seconds to 
vet up, and then, after 9 few more 
punches, as Crowley was falling into 
the ropes, Boon turned swiftly and 
chopped him to the jaw with os 
clean and crisp a right-hand punch 
as one would ever wish to scc. 

That punch finished the fight. It 
wis delivered at preat speed ona 
diMcult target—the sort of punch 
which Carpentier © made famous 
when he Iknocked out George Cook. 


LIMBS PARALYSED 


Crowley recovered consciousness 
well within the 10 seconds, But his 
limbs were paralysed. He was un~ 
able to move and had to be carried 
to his corner. : 

Then the pandemonium , started. 
Apparently Boon had several thous 
sand friends in the hall, and they 
all wanted badly to shake him by the 
hand. es 

Onc must give Boon every ‘ercdit 
for thls victory, belated though the 
real turning pt was, Within a 
minute ofthe start of the fight, as 
the two men rushed at cach other. 
Crowley's head’ came Into collision 
with Boon's face, and o swelling up- 
peared at once, high up on the 
check-bone, below the left cye. 

It was a-pure accident, of course, 
but a most unlucky one for Boon. 
It meant that hoe had to defend that 
swelling, have it pinched and mnas- 
saged during the intervals, and that
